She was.- 
very pretty, At the age of 16 she 
went to Batum to visit Maria, There 
she met a British officer, Eugene 
Robertson, attached fo the British 
military forces stationed {n the Cou- 
casus during World War I. He fell 
in love with Eugenia, marricd her, 
and took her to England.

Demyan's father was well iked 
by his neighbours, whom he 
had always’ been ready to help out. 
Many of them now pleaded for his 
son, Although bitter civil war was 
going on, there was still some jus- 
tice and human decency in the 
world. Despite the fact that we 
were not with the Whites; [was 
able to go from one ranking officer 
lo nnother to fight Demyan’s case. 
I was even able to get an Inter- 
few with the general next to the 
in-chief himself, “He's 
non-political, _ my 
Demyan" I argued. Finally a come 
mission was appointed to investl- 
gate whether Demyan had ever been 
a Bolshevik, ond he was relensed 
after four months of imprisonment. 

Shortly aflerwards_ the White 
forces of General Denikdn were 
smashed by the Reds, Demyan had 
great diMculty in reaching our vil- 
lage, and had severol narrow 
escapes. I remember his homecom- 
Ing. He had ao fully grown beard, 
and at first I could scarcely re- 
cognise him.

The Red Terror 


HE Bolshevik authorities were 
after Demyan and me to joln the 
Komsomol—the Young Communist 
League.

PREMIER’S ‘THREAT | 
ANSWERED 


Poris, Oct. 10. — Striking 
miners today replicd to the 
French Premicr, M. Henri 
Queuille’s, threat to break the 
“insurrection” by declaring 
that the longer the strike 
lasted the more determined 
they would become. 

This-answer was given by M. 
Aupuste Lecocur, the Communist 
miners’ leader and former Under- 
Sceretary of State, speaking at Lens, 
In the heart of the conifelds, 

Strikers set security guards on 
deserted conl mines today to head 
off Government requisitioning while 
M. Queuille continued his week-long 
struggle to settle the nationwide pit 
stoppage. 

The Premicr, who last night called 
the walk-out of France‘’s 300,000 
piimen “an insurrections’ and 
warned that he would take “all 
necessary aiteps’ to break it, this 
morning mot representatives of the 
non-Communist miners” union, 
which rre so far undecided whether 
to sive all-out support to the power- 
ful Communtst-led_ anion. 


FURTHER CLASHES 


M. Queullle made hts emergency 
broadcast Inst night, defending the 
right of the workers to strike. but 
calling the present stoppage “a 
threat‘ agalnst the regime,’ ag news 
came in of renewed clishes between 
police and strikers. 

There was no news of violence 
today, and one of the most dis- 
puted fssues between the Govern- 
ment and the strikers was removed 
when unfon security crews were 
sent to guard pits and coke ovens, 

An official announcement satd the: 
mincs would not be requisitioned, 
as planned earlier, §f thelr security 
was guaranteed. ‘It also meant that 
fires were kept burning In the huge 
coke ovens, temporarily removing 
the danger of months’ of industrial 
non-production if they dicd out.
